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REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Stonington: 


I herewith submit my report for the fiscal year 1963. Iam 
pleased to announce that our Annual Report for 1962 received rec- 
ognition in its population class in the Maine Municipal Report Com- 
petition, and in the New England Municipal Reports Contest. A 
Supreme Award was received from the Maine Municipal Associa- 
tion, andan Honorable Mention Award from the New England Council 
for Economic Development. 


The 1963 tax structure was again encouraging. For the third 
consecutive year, the Assessors were able to keep the rate at .059 
mills. The interest rate for uncollected taxes was increased to 
6% in 1963. After another year, this should more than balance our 
interest account, and eliminate the annual overdraft. 


Payment of uncollected poll and personal property taxes for 
prior years had reached a standstill. It was necessary to take 
legal action in an effort to collect them. The response was grati- 
fying. In the future I feel that when tax liens are placed on the cur- 
rent year's real estate, which occurs about eight months following 
commitment, then all uncollected poll and personal taxes should be 
placed for collection. I realize it will be a hardship for some, but 
taxes must be paid, and it will eliminate the long drawn outinterest 
costs to the taxpayer. 


The Town Improvement Plan, now known as the Mariner's 
Memorial Park development, has been at a standstill for another 
year due to litigation over acquisition of land. The Committee's 
budget was unable to meet the asking price for the former Hundley 
building and land. It was sold to anew owner. Property lines 
relative to this lot are still unsettled, and are in the process of 
being surveyed, in hopes that we can come to some mutual agree- 
ment in the near future. All other land involved in the development 
has now been acquired. 


The present plan is less extensive than the original one. The 
area will not extend to Webb's wharf, but will stop at a retaining 
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wall parallel and somewhat distant from it. The proposed septic 
tanks will have to be repositioned to fit in the smaller area. our - 
vey shows that this can be accomplished. Construction of this 
sewage disposal system is being considered for completion this 
summer. The former restaurant building will be moved at the 
same time. The Committee sincerely hopes that the delayed de- 
velopment, which has resulted in an unsightly area for the past 
three years, can progress toward completion in 19 64. 


Appropriation should be considered for re-construction of 
the eastern end of the Airport Crossroad, and the exit from the 
Oceanville bridge. It has been very difficult to maintain the pre- 
sent roads because of poor drainage conditions. 


I am still concerned by the lack of citizen interest in the 
affairs and functioning of our Town. The poor response to the 
presentation of the Stonington Water District bill is the latest 
show of apathy. I would welcome any suggestions as to what we 
might do to restore the good old democratic type of Town Meeting. 


Our Selectmen are an interested group who are more than 
willing to pool their abilities, and sacrifice their time to make 
our community a better place to live. For their cooperation and 
assistance, I wish to extend my thanks.

All taxpayers should read the following requirement and comply 
with it. 
Section 36, Chapter 92, Revised Statutes of Maine 1954: 


"Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give season- 
able notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications in 
some public place in the town or shall notify them, in such other 
way as the town directs, to make and bring in to them true and per- 
fect lists of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
lst day of April of the same year. If any resident owner after such 
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notice, or any non-resident owner after being reasonably requested 
thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he 
offers such list with his application and satisfies them that he was 
unable to offer it at the time appointed. The request upon non- 
resident owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed 

to the last known address of the taxpayer or given by any other 
method that brings notice home to the taxpayer."

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COMMENTS 


Town of Stonington 
January 1, 1963 to December 31, 1963 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Stonington 
has been completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1963. 


This audit included an examination of the financial records 
maintained by the Assessors, Tax Collector, Treasurer, and 
Town Clerk. The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions, as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures, 
and the results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the Town. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $17,000.38 was reconciled with the 
bank statements furnished by the Union Trust Company, Ellsworth, 
Maine and the Bar Harbor Banking & Trust Company, Bar Harbor, 
Maine. 


Accounts receivable totaled $861.81 which is composed of 
$92.55 due from Reliance Lodge and Town Road Improvement re- 
fund due from State. 


Taxes receivable totaled $34,237.02 at the close of the year. 
Current year uncollected taxes amounted to $26,819.78 and the re- 
maining balance of $7,417.24 represented unpaid account dating 
from 1956. Other assets include tax liens of $7,277.41, tax ac- 
quired property of $340.43, and advance to the Water Company 
amounting to $6,844.92. 


Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances shown on 
the records of the Selectmen. 


LIABILITIES 


Notes payable amounted to $34, 000.00 and represents a 
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balance of $4,000.00 on a note of $10, 000.00 issued for the Water 
Company in 1957, the remaining $30, 000.00 represents the balance 
due on unpaid temporary loans of 1963. | : 


DEFERRED REVENUE 


The deferred revenues totaling $621.56 represents 1964 ex- 
cise tax collections of $461.31 and prepaid 1964 taxes of $160.25. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted to $8 605.67, 
an increase of $2113.43 as compared to the previous year. The 
major factors contributing to this increase were overlay and sup- 
plemental taxes exceeding abatements, net overdrafts, loss onsale 
of tax acquired property and appropriations to various operating 
accounts. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund which is incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects an outstanding note of $4000. 00 issued dur- 
ing 1957 for the purpose of financing water company improvement 
expense. This note is to be retired by an appropriation of $1000. 00 
annually, payment of which was made during the year. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination of the various funds held in trust by the town 
revealed that the total amount of trust fund principals was $6630.97 
and unexpended income amounted to $1015.40 at the year's end. 


The principals and unexpended income of these funds were 
invested as follows:

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GENERAL 


An examination of the Town Clerk's records revealed that 
the townspeople voted at the annual meeting to appropriate from 
surplus $500.00 for Allen Street, $200.00 for Chamber of Com- 
merce, and $300.00 for the Airport. Also it was voted to trans- 
fer that part of the 1963 Excise Tax received from aircraft to the 
Airport account and the balance to the administration account. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and reconciled with current receipts 
and/or petty cash funds. Cash accounts were verified by recon- 
ciliation of bank statements furnished by the depositories. 


Trust fund transactions were reviewed. Investments were 
verified by physical inspection. 


Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were examined for 
a selected period. Canceled notes applicable to the current period 
were examined. Excise tax collections were verified with the 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. Bond coverage 
was reviewed. 


Town Clerk's records as pertained to Selectmen's financial 
operations, licenses and fees were checked. Financial matters 
were reviewed to determine that related transactions had been 
properly administered. In our opinion, subject to the foregoing 
comments, the accompanying balance sheet and supporting infor- 
mation present fairly the financial position of the Town at Decem- 
ber 31, 1963 and the result of its operations for the year then 
ended.

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HEALTH and SANITATION 


Annual Report of Public Health Nursing 
Services in Stonington for 1963 


Public Health Nursing Services are an integral and essential 
part of national, state and local health programs. They are avail- 
able to people who need them regardless of economic Status. 


This year in Stonington, your public health nurse has visited 
the school frequently to confer with teachers about children with 
special health problems. The hearing of children in the sub-pri- 
mary grade and children in other grades referred by the teacher, 
was tested with the audiometer. Whenever necessary, home visits 
were made to discuss health problems with parents of these school 
children. Seventy children from grades four, seven and eleven 
were given health examinations. A dental hygienist from the Divi- 
sion of Dental Health instructed fifty-eight children in dental hy- 
giene and applied Sodium Fluoride to their teeth to help control 
dental decay. 


Many home visits were made to infants and pre-school chil- 
dren to observe their growth and development and to encourage 
mothers to have them protected against preventable diseases. Five 
Child Health Conferences were held during the summer. Eighty- 
seven pre-school children were examined. Thirty-six children 
were protected against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus, 
thirty were vaccinated against Smallpox. Salk vaccine as a pro- 
tection against poliomyelitis was given to forty-three children. 


Home visits were made to adults and children for the purpose 
of giving medications or assisting patients with recommended 
treatments when referred by the physicians. 


Three oral polio clinics (Sabin Vaccine) were held this year. 
In March, 550 people were given Type I vaccine; in May 512 people 
were given Type III vaccine and in June 460 persons were given 
Type II. 


Plans for the coming year include a smallpox clinic for all 
students and tuberculin testing for the sub-primary and seventh 
grade students. 
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I would like to extend my sincere thanks for the united efforts 
of the Stonington citizens to work for the improvement of their local 
health program. My thanks go especially to Dr. Brown, the school 
personnel and the Stonington Health Council.

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HIGHWAYS 


The general highway program included the usual maintenance 
of all town ways. The special appropriations were spent, and work 
was completed on the partial reconstruction of Allen Street, and 
the Cemetery Road. The unexpended balance for Highland Avenue 
will be spent during the 1964 program. 


Tarring of town ways was contracted for with Commercial 
Paving Company of Portland. Tar sand was not available on the 
island, so was obtained from the mainland. As it was necessary 
to screen the material available, the ice sand was stock piled at 
the same time. The new construction on the Airport Crossroad 
and Cemetery Road were sealed, and all asphalt applied to the 
surfaced roads was mulched. 


The State Aid re-construction at Burnt Cove did notinvolve 
town funds. The money expended was from a special State grant 
to complete the section started in 1962. The next re-construction 
project, involving joint town and state funds, will not be undertaken 
until 1965 or 1966. 


Snow Removal in 1963 was without a doubt the costliest in 
many years, and showed an overdraft of over $3700. Our only 
consolation is that the entire state shared our problem. 


The Town Road Improvement program has been laid out for 
three roads in Oceanville namely the end of Tyler Point Road, 
Billings Road by Union Hall, and the Town Way leading to Edmund 
Wood's. The Billings Road was completed this year, and work will 
continue on the others in 1964. Funds for the construction of these 
unimproved town ways come from the State Highway Commission. 
Towns are allowed to spend up to $6000 per mile for this type of 
project.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the citizens of Stonington: 


I submit herewith the financial report of the school depart- 
ment, the budget of the school committee, and my third annual 
report as superintendent of schools. 


School enrollment for the fall term was as follows: Sub- 
Primary, 34; Grade One, 31; Grade Two, 27; Grade Three, 26; 
Grade Four, 29; Grade Five, 24; Grade Six, 28; Grade Seven, 28; 
Grade Hight, 28; Grade Nine, 45; Grade Ten, 23; Grade Eleven, 
21; Grade Twelve, 13; Post-Graduate, 1. Total elementary school 
enrollment, 199; Six-year high school, 159; Total enrollment, 358. 


New teachers on our staff this year are: Deane Whitney, 
social studies; Olive Rice, English and librarian; Edgar Rhodes, 
Music; Richard Buxton, mathematics and science; Sylvia Whitley, 
Grade 7; and Edith-Ann Bartlett, Grade 2. Richard Buxton re- 
signed on January 24, 1964, and was replaced by David Scribner. 
Mr. Rhodes resigned late in December to take a full-time position 
in Ellsworth. Until a full-time replacement can be employed, Mr. 
Rhodes is conducting band and instrumental lessons on Saturdays. 
Mr. Michael Whitley is working two periods weekly with the high 
school chorus. 
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Important steps in school improvement completed this year 
were: 
1. Addition of a teacher to the secondary staff. 


2. Purchase of a new metal lathe for the industrial arts 
program.

Significant improvement in library materials. 
4. Complete renovation of girls’ toilet facilities. 


5. Completion of the flooring and seating project in Room M. 


The following considerations are vitally important to the 
welfare of your school system: 


1. Expansion of facilities. It is imperative that fourclass- 
rooms, office and storage space be constructed to relieve 
serious congestion. The commercial department and 
Room D are obsolete and overcrowded. Room X should 
be absorbed by expansion of the sub-primary room. 
Therefore, I urge you to accept the article in the 1964 

-warrant which would approve an increased debt limit. 
Acceptance of this article will make funds available to the 
town for immediate construction purposes. 


2. Renovation of boys' toilet facilities. The boys’ toilets 
are not sanitary and should be remodeled. 


3. Library improvement. This year 125-150 volumes and 
12 recordings were added to the secondary library. One 
hundred books were added to the elementary library. 
Reference materials, also, purchased were: Encyclo- 
pedia International, World Book, Childcraft, and The 
Book of Popular Science. An excellent beginning has been 
made, but our library resources stillfall far short of 
minimum standards. 


4. The old building needs complete outside painting. 
5. Biology equipment. At least $1000 is needed to purchase 


equipment to meet immediate needs in the biology depart- 
ment. 
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I express my appreciation to Mrs. Blackmore, schoolunion 
secretary; school committee members; municipal officials; and 
citizens who have served on education study committees for their 
faithful and efficient services throughout the year.

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STONINGTON PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


Steady growth and improved service are the two things the 
Stonington Library Association tries hardest to achieve. We feel 
the growth of the library is reflected in the 4404 books loaned this 
year, 356 more than last year. 


There has been, unfortunately, no improvement in service. 
Our volunteers are willing and wonderful, but find it impossible to 
keep up with the detailed work of a growing library. A single per- 
son is needed who can keep the book shelves in order, keep the 
book file up-to-date, catalog new books and weed out old ones. 
Most important of all she should keep a steady flow of new books 
coming in - as many as finances will allow. For this we strongly 
feel we need one paid staff member. This is the reason we are 
recommending an authorization of $1200 for library funds. 


Statistics for 1963 show 2731 adult fiction, 1281 children's 
and teen's and 640 non-fiction books on the shelves. 166 newbooks 
have been purchased. 175 books have been given the library by 
"Operation Bookshelf" run by the Women's Club of Scarsdale, N.Y. 
and 115 have been donated by individuals. 


The Library Association uses its own funds, kept separate 
from those of the town, for capital improvements to the building. 
In 1963 we had a hot air heating system installed and bought a 
stove, refrigerator and some furniture for the upstairs apartment. 
Our next project will be to get the building supports examined and | 
strengthened and to pay off the bank loan for the heating system. 


Special thanks go again to Mrs. Frazier for holding another 
"Silver Tea" at her home and for collecting so many books from 
"Operation Bookshelf.'' ‘Thanks also go to Chester Eaton and 
Edward Emerson for many hours of labor contributed toward 
general maintenance of the building. And, of course, our con- 
tinued thanks to the many year-round and summer residents who 
have supported the library in many ways.

Report of Chamber of Commerce 


The Deer Isle-Stonington Chamber of Commerce reports 
continued progress for the year of 1963. The appropriations from 
both towns together with greatly increased membership and con- 
tributions enabled it to have a most successful season. 


A new headquarters and information booth building was pur- 
chased, moved to and installed upon the Little Deer Isle Triangle 
leased from the State Highway Commission and was suitably fur- 
nished. A most competent executive secretary was employed for 
the summer season and she and volunteer workers manned the 
booth over the summer travel season.

The Trustees of the Stonington School District issued their 
warrant to the Assessors of the Town of Stonington, requiring 
them to assess the sum of $5000.00 upon the taxable polls and 
estates within said District as required by law. 


The original indebtedness of the District of $60, 000 in 
2 3/8% bonds has been reduced in the last twelve years by 
$36, 000.00, leaving a balance due of $24,000.00 to be paid over 
the next eight years. , 


At the request of a group of citizens a bill was introduced 
in the last legislature to increase the indebtedness of the District 
from $60,000 to $80,000. The bill was passed by the 101st Legis- 
lature as Chapter 139 of the Private and Special Laws of 1963. 
This bill must be submitted to the legal voters of the Town of 
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Stonington at any Special or Annual Town Meeting before Septem - 
ber 1965. The Superintending School Committee recommended 
that it be submitted to the voters at the Annual Town Meeting on 
March 2, 1964.

The bill to "Create the Stonington Water District" was passed 
by the 101st Legislature, and was presented to the voters atSpecial 
Elections on January 14th and January 27th. Each time there were 
not enough votes cast to enact the bill into law. 


A discussion at an Annual Town Meeting and at a Special Town 
Meeting authorized the Selectmen to introduce the bill. 


It was discouraging to find that there were not 160 voters in- 
terested enough to turn out and vote. This number of votes was 
necessary by law. Of the 77 votes cast at the first election 50 were 
in favor and 27 against. Of the 104 votes cast at the second election, 
80 were in favor and 24 against. 


The deadline of February Ist, 1964 is now passed, and the 
Legislature Act has run out. The Stonington Water Company is 
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still without a means of supporting itself. Any Capital improve- 
ments, either planned or of an emergency nature must be the 
obligation of the town and all the taxpayers. 


I still feel that a Water District is the only solution for put- 
ting our utility on a firm business basis. To accomplish this now 
means another bill in the legislature before it can be voted on by 
the citizens. I urge that it be given consideration and support in 
the present fiscal year. 


The financial condition of the Company for the past three 
years has been very encouraging. It shows an average annual 
earned surplus of $2670 for the period. For this I am very grate- 
ful, and wish to thank the consumers for their cooperation.

An audit of the financial records of the Stonington Water Co. 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1963. 


This audit included an examination of the records maintained 
by the Treasurer. The examination consisted of a review of cash 
transactions as well as an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures and the results are incorporated in the following text, ex- 
hibits and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the company. 


The fiscal year's operation showed the company operated at 
a profit of $2672.74 as compared with a profit of $2876.70 the pre- 
ceding year. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $4339.26 was reconciled with the state- 
ment furnished by the Union Trust Company. 
Accounts Receivable totaled $1185.50. 


SURPLUS 


At the close of books on December 31, 1963 the earned sur- 
plus amounted to $14,854.35, an increase of $2786.51. This re- 
presented the net income for the year and the excess of misc.

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REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Stonington: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report for the fiscal 
year 1964. Economically, 1964 cannot be classed as one of our 
better years. Two of our major industries have been operating 
under adverse conditions, which have had a direct bearing on 
our tax picture. If our local industries were able to operate close 
to their potential, our economy would be on a sound basis. The 
granite industry, through federal aid and local participation, will 
be re-locating their new plant at Oceanville. If the Yacht Basin 
can re-organize, .the prospects for the coming year will be greatly 
enlightened. 


Joint ventures with our neighbors in Deer Isle should be 
considered for police departments and in the shellfish conserva- 
tion program. Boundary lines should be obliterated. The Island 
should function as a community for protection of its people and 


property. 


The Mental Health program, which is being organized at 
County level, should be supported by appropriations from all 
towns. Their Family Service program will be available, free of 
charge, to all persons in the towns which participate. 


State Aid highway construction or re-construction is planned 
at three year intervals, so that town and state funds will accumu- 
late to an amount that warrants a fair amount of work being done. 
This money will be expended in the coming year. The municipal 
officers will propose construction of the State Aid designated 
highway from Oceanville Bridge toward Union Hall, or recon- 
struction of a section of Route 15 between Burnt Land Pond and 
Oceanville Corner. The final decision will rest with the State 
Highway Commission. 


Mariner's Memorial Park remained at a standstill for an- 
other year. Action should be taken at our Annual Town Meeting 
so that property lines can be negotiated and work can be resumed 
on the project. A foundation could be placed under the gift shop, 
and the sewer outfalls could be extended so that the immediate 
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area could be filled. This would allow some off street parking, 
and could be accomplished in the summer of 1965. The following 
year could see completion of the septic tanks, and the area graded. 
Retention walls would then complete the project. 


Civil Defense has acquired the services of Rev. John Evans 
as local director. With his initiative and time for the work, Iam 
sure that our local organization can be brought up to date. A 
short wave radio system should be considered within our depart- 
mental vehicles. This could be financed from the Civil Defense 
account and would serve a two-fold purpose. First, a means of 
communication in case of a disaster, and second, to better reach 
our water department, police, and highway vehicles in case of 
emergencies. Better service from these departments would result. 


Requests for improvement of the Fifield's Point road is to be 
covered by a special appropriation. Because of ledge conditions, 
the road can be improved only by re-construction of the way. With 
the increase in population in the area, it has become necessary to 
eliminate traffic hazards. 


Because of changes requested by the Department of Sea and 
Shore Fisheries, the Shellfish Conservation program which was 
adopted at a special Town Meeting in June of 1964, will have to be 
revised, and presented at the Annual Meeting. It is hoped that 
reciprocal agreements can be arranged with Deer Isle. 


A brief resume of the year's activities, together with the 
annual reports, will be found under the departmental headings. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and citizens for their 
cooperation during the year.

All taxpayers should read the following requirement and comply 
with it. 
Section 36, Chapter 92, Revised Statutes of Maine 1954: 


"Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give season- 
able notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications in 
some public place in the town or shall notify them, in such other 
way as the town directs, to make and bring in to them true and per- 
fect lists of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
lst day of April of the same year. If any resident owner after such 
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notice, or any non-resident owner after being reasonably requested 
thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he 
offers such list with his application and satisfies them that he was 
unable to offer it at the time appointed. ‘The request upon non- 
resident owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed 

to the last known address of the taxpayer or given by any other 
method that brings notice home to the taxpayer."

Town of Stonington 
January 1, 1964 to December 31, 1964 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Stonington 
has been completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1964. 


This audit included an examination of the financial records 
maintained by the Assessors, Tax Collector, Treasurer, and 
Town Clerk. The examination consisted of a review of cash 
transactions, as well as an analysis of available funds and ex- 
penditures, and the results are incorporated in the following 
text, exhibits and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of 
the Town. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $9, 788.00 was reconciled with the bank 
statements furnished by the Union Trust Company, Ellsworth, 
Maine and the Bar Harbor Banking & Trust Company, Bar Harbor, 
Maine. 


Accounts receivable totaled $2,709.09 which is composed of 
Town Road Improvement refund due from State, Sewer Assess- 
ments, and refunds due from Other Towns Welfare. 


Taxes receivable totaled $45, 438.54 at the close of the year. 
Current year uncollected taxes amounted to $29,470.99 and the 
remaining balance of $15,967.55 representing unpaid accounts 
dating from 1956. Other assets include tax liens of $6, 345.82, 
tax acquired property of $803.82, and advance to the Water Com- 
pany amounting to $6,844.92. 


Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances shown on 
the records of the Selectmen.

LIABILITIES 


Notes payable amounted to $28,000.00 and represents a bal- 
ance of $3,000.00 on a note of $10, 000.00 issued for the Water 
Company in 1957, the remaining $25, 000.00 represents the bal- 
ance due on unpaid temporary loans of 1964. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted to $9, 748. 33, 
an increase of $1,142.66 as compared to the previous year. The 
major factors contributing to this increase were overlay and sup- 
plemental taxes, sales of property exceeding abatements, net 
overdrafts, and appropriations to various operating accounts. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund which is incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects an outstanding note balance of $3, 000.00 
issued during 1957 for the purpose of financing water company 
improvement expense. This note is to be retired by an appropri- 
ation of $1,000.00 annually, payment of which was made during 
the vear 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 


During the year a New Fire Station and Municipal Office Build- 
ing fund was created and the fund totaling $4, 637.11 was invested 
in accordance with legal requirements. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination of the various funds held in trust by the town 
revealed that the total amount of trust fund principals was 
$7,036.97 and unexpended income amounted to $1,180.85 at the 
year's end. 


The principals and unexpended income of these funds were 
invested as follows:

An examination of the Town Clerk's records revealed that the 
townspeople voted at the annual meeting to appropriate from sur- 
plus $500.00 for Airport, $300.00 for Chamber of Commerce, 
$1000.00 for Mariners Park and $200.00 for Shellfish Conservation. 
At a Special Meeting $1600.00 was voted for Police. Also, it was 
voted to transfer that part of the 1964 Excise Tax received from 
aircraft to the Airport account and the balance to the administra- 
tion account. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count 
of cash was made and reconciled with current receipts and/or 
petty cash funds. Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation 
of bank statements furnished by the depositories. 


Trust fund transactions were reviewed. Investments were 
verified by physical inspection. 


Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were examined for 
a selected period. Canceled notes applicable to the current period 
were examined. Excise Tax Collections were verified with the 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. Bond coverage 
was reviewed. 


Town Clerk's records as pertained to Selectmen's financial 
operations, licenses and fees were checked. Financial matters 
were reviewed to determine that related transactions had been 
properly administered. In our opinion, subject to the foregoing 
comments, the accompanying balance sheet and supporting in- 
formation present fairly the financial position of the Town at 
December 31, 1964 and the result of its operations for the year 
then ended.

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HEALTH and SANITATION 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing 
Services in Stonington for 1964 


The Division of Public Health Nursing of the Department of 
Health and Welfare provides nursing service to the town of 
Stonington through the services of a public health nurse who works 
with local citizens in an united effort to meet the health needs of 
the community. The Stonington Health Council represents the 
people of the community in the planning of a local health program. 
The public health nurse works closely with this group of volunteers. 
The unmet health needs of the community are assessed through the 
home and school visits of the public health nurse. She then can 
offer constructive encouragement to the health council in planning 
a community health program. 


The Child Health Conferences are planned to help meet the 
health needs of pre-school children. Here they are given physical 
examinations, by a physician and the necessary immunizations 
against communicable diseases. This year eighty children attend- 
ed the five child health conferences. 


Promotion of good health habits, prevention of communicable 
disease and correction of remedial defects are of prime impor- 
tance in any good school health program. This year ninety-four 
school children were given health examinations. The children in 
the sub-primary and seventh grades were given the tuberculin 
skin test. The audiometer was used to test the hearing of students 
from selected grades. Whenever deviations from normal were 
suspected, the parents were made aware of this and encouraged 
to seek medical advice. 


The public health nurse visiting in the homes gives service 
to all age groups. She observes the pattern of growth and develop- 
ment of infants and offers counseling in their daily care. She 
serves as a link between school and home in the referral of spe- 
cial health problems by teachers. She works with adults in the 
home in carrying out physician's medical recommendations for 
care and rehabilitation.

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HIGHWAYS 


The general highway program is repetitious each year. The 
general road money is spent for machine work on ditches and 
shoulders for drainage; grading and repairing shoulders; patching 
tar, replacing culverts, and slashing. A storm drain was in- 
stalled on Atlantic Avenue and a major ditching project was car- 
ried out on the Crossroad. 


Tarring of town ways was contracted for with Commercial 
Paving Company again this year. The new constructions on the 
Airport Crossroad and the Cemetery Road were sealed for the 
second year, and the Billings Road at Oceanville received its pri- 
mary coat. Oceanville Road, from the bridge to Union Hall, 
Indian Point Road, Farrell Street, Ocean Street, Allen Street and 
Tea Hill Road were tarred and mulched. 


Town Road Improvement money was expended on the end of 
Tyler's Point Road. This expenditure is re-imbursed by the 
State. $6000 per mile is allowed for re-construction for unim- 
proved town ways.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the citizens of Stonington: 


I submit herewith the financial report of the school department, 
the budget of the school committee, and my fourth annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 


School enrollment is as follows: Sub-Primary, 35; Grade One, 
31; Grade Two, 29; Grade Three, 27; Grade F our, 29; Grade Five, 
25; Grade Six, 25; Grade Seven, 26; Grade Eight, 26; Grade Nine, 
32; Grade Ten, 29; Grade Eleven, 16; Grade Twelve, 21. Total 
elementary school enrollment, 201; Six-year high school, 150; 
Total enrollment, 351. 


Teachers new to the staff this year are: Myrtle Greenlaw, 
Sub-Primary; Sharon McGuffie, Grade 1; Douglas Gott, Grade 5 
and elementary principal; Glenn Webb, Grade 6; Anne Roundy, 
English; James Cox, mathematics and science; Anne Fontaine, 
French; Everett McEachern, industrial arts. 


Mrs. David Baker and Michael Whitley are currently serving 
as music instructors on a part-time basis. 


Major maintenance projects scheduled for the 1965 fiscal year 
are the shingling of the roof and the outside painting of the old 
building. 


It should be noted that with the work scheduled for this year, 
the old building will have been renovated within a relatively short 
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period. This renovation includes new tile flooring, fluorescent 
lighting, modern furniture, and the remodeling of the girls’ and 
boys' toilet facilities. 


The 1965 budget includes a substantial sum for the purchase 
of biology and physics equipment. Fifty per cent of all money ex- 
pended for laboratory equipment in these areas will be reimbursed 
by the Federal government under provisions of the National De- 
fense Education Acts. 


Badly needed curriculum improvements again must be delayed 
until additional classroom space is provided. No visible progress 
was made during 1964 in determining a satisfactory means of 
plant expansion. 


Once again, I express my appreciation to Mrs. Blackmore, 
school union secretary; school committee members; and munici- 
pal officers for their assistance and cooperation throughout the 
year.

Report of Chamber of Commerce 


The Deer Isle-Stonington Chamber of Commerce reports that 
it has been able to continue its services to the two communities on 
Deer Isle during 1964. This has been made possible by the appro- 
priations which it receives from these towns, and to the efforts of 
its officers, directors, and members. Without the town appropria- 
tions, its effectiveness would be cut to such a degree that it could 
not function properly. It, therefore, thanks the voters and tax- 
payers for providing the means to allow it to serve them. 


The booth at the "Triangle" on Little Deer Isle was kept very 
busy despite the bad weather. Nearly the same number of persons 
signed in as did in 1963, but many more expressed a desire or the 
intention of acquiring property on the Island. So great was the 
interest in Deer Isle, that it was necessary to print a second edi- 
tion of the brochure and map. This made a total of 7500 of both. 
The supply was virtually exhausted before Labor Day, so 10,000 
copies are envisaged for 1965. 


As a trial, 500 large sized maps of the Island were printed to 
be sold by local stores. Again, the demand was so great that a 
second printing was necessary. A new map will contain geological 
information. Many people have asked for this. 


One of the bus tours from Boston now stops at Deer Isle for 
lunch, and makes a scenic trip around the Island. The various 
restaurants and lobster eating places have done a record business 
with much "off island" trade. 


The Chamber and its creation the "Island Development Corpo- 
ration, ' served as the focal point for the bond drive necessary to 
save the largest industry on the Island. The efforts of the officers 
and directors of both, plus the magnificent work done by the 
quarry workers in soliciting "door to door" resulted not only in 
the subscription being filled but in an over-subscription. 
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The officers and directors wish again to thank the town officers 
and citizenship of the two towns, the membership - both islanders 
and off-islanders - for their support, and the professional secretary 
and her volunteer assistants at the booth. 


Every person on the Island is eligible for membership. We 
welcome them to join and help us in our task.

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REPORT OF THE STONINGTON 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 


To the Municipal Officers and Citizens of the Town of Stonington: 


The Trustees of the Stonington School District herewith submit 
their fourteenth annual report for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1964. At the Annual Town Meeting on March 2, 1964, Donald 
Webb was re-elected to the Board of Trustees for a term of five 
years. The Trustees met following Town Meeting and elected the 
following officers for the ensuing year. 


President Dr. Arnold C. Brown 
Treasurer Donald Webb 
Clerk Maurice Biggane 


Expenditures for 1964 were budgeted as follows:

The Trustees of the Stonington School District issued their 
warrant to the Assessors of the Town of Stonington, requiring 
them to assess the sum of $4500.00 upon the taxable polls and 
estates within said District as required by law. This was a de- 
crease of $500 less than the 1963 assessment. 


The original indebtedness of the District of $60, 000 in 
2 3/8% bonds has been reduced in the last thirteen years by 
$39,000, leaving a balance due of $21,000 to be paid over the next 
seven years. 


At the Annual Town Meeting on March 2, 1964, The Act In- 
creasing the Debt Limit of the Stonington School District to 
$80, 000 was accepted by a vote of 111 to 27. 
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In April 1964, the Superintending School Committee presented 
a proposal to the District Trustees, outlining their needs for ex- 
pansion of its high school plant to meet the educational program 
necessary for its students. Joint meetings of the School Committee 
and the Trustees were held, and the proposed addition was dis- 
cussed with representatives of the State Department of Education 
and the firm of Krumbhaar and Holt, associated architects. The 
Trustees authorized the firm of architects to draw up a basic floor 
plan for the proposed addition. 


The Act creating the Stonington School District gives the 
Trustees the general authority to "build, repair and maintain" a 
school plant. Therefore, the right to build the proposed addition 
is well within the powers of the five Trustees. The Board is on 
record that it does not want to assume this responsibility without 
a vote of confidence from the citizens. 


On November 12, 1964 a general public meeting was called by 
the Board of Trustees for the purpose of discussing the proposal, 
and obtaining a reaction from the townspeople. Of the 835 regis- 
tered voters in the Town of Stonington only 69 attended the meeting. 
Mr. Nicholas Holt, of the firm of architects, explained the floor 
plan and a discussion followed. An informal vote was taken at the 
close of the meeting, and there were 13 votes against and 9 for 
the proposed addition. Lack of interest in attending the meeting 
was very discouraging. 


The Trustees of the Stonington School District, based on the 
lack of public interest as shown by the meeting together with the 
present economic conditions of the community, are of the opinion 
that a $72, 000 expenditure at this time is not feasible.

The electric pumping equipment which has caused so much 
controversy since its installation, broke down late in the fall. Due 
to the fact that the cost of repair was prohibitive, and that the 
pump was never adequate for our needs, the Board of Directors 
voted to install a new pump. 


R. B. Dunning Company of Bangor was contacted for recom- 
mendation for a suitable unit to serve our pumping needs. A new 
Weinman electric pump was purchased, and is in the process of 
installation. At the same time, a chlorine pump will be installed 
so that chlorine can be introduced into the discharge side of our 
system. This will protect the new pumping equipment from its 
corrosive action. 
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We are still faced with a renovation of the old plumbing in 
the station. This should be done as soon as possible. ‘The large 
diesel pump is still overdue for a major overhaul. 


A Water District remains as the answer for a sound working 
basis for the Stonington Water Company. The Directors hesitate 
to introduce another bill into the present legislature, because of 
the lack of interest shown toward the last act. It will be the 1967 
session of the state legislature before any further action can be 
taken.
